Hau, a brilliant youug law professor, 
of Washington, D. C., was condemned 
to,death Tuesday morning after a live 
days' trial for the murder p£,his wife's 
mother, Frau Molitor, a wealthy resi- 
dent of iiadeii Baden, in that city 
November G last. 


.The prisoner heard tho .verdict o£ 


the jury with" perfect ^compos'ure and 
chatted 'smilingly with 
his —counsel 


after the judges withdrew to fix his 
sentence. 
Upon the return. of the 


judges, Hau arose and standing erect, 
with folded arms, listened to the sen 
tence .without moving a'muscle.- A' 
moment later he was hurried away to. 
prison by haft a dozen policemen.. The, 
sentence is unpopular with the street; 
crowds, which have been demonstrate 
ing more and more openly for several 
days in -Han's favor and against the 
Molitor family. 


Riotous Crowds .Are for ,Hau. 


After the adjournment ot the court 


for an hour's recess at eight o'elock: 
Monday evening, the women of the' 
•Molitor party were compelled to' re-, 
main in tho house of one of tire offi-- 
cers of the court because it was dan-' 
gerous to appear in the streets. A 
carriage waited for them in the court-' 
yard and Jt was several hours before 
they were able, to leave. Meanwhile,, 
enormous crowds had assembled in; 
the streets adjacent to the courthouse.:

lost control of them, the masses push-, 
Ing and crushing forward to .the doorsi 
with tho evident intention of storming;

Preserved as Historical Museum. 


Boston.—The old house on North 


square occupied bv Paul Revere at 
the- time oC his famous midnight ride 
in 1775, which has been hovering be- 
tween salvation and destruction for 
the last five years, is at last saved to 
posterity beyond the possibility of a 
doubt.
